Carnie Harper 
moved that “the board approve the 
plan ks presented here tonight and 
an expenditure of up to $6500 to 
purchase equipment for the foun¬ 
tain area.’’

Woodman Writes 
Historical Novel

Major Lyman L. Woodman, of 
2-D Westway, Greenbelt, has just 
had his first book published by the 
Naylor Company, in San Antonio, 
Texas. The book is called “Cor¬ 
tina, Rogue of the Rio Grande”, 
and is an accourat of the most strik¬ 
ing, irasoleiit, daring and ehisive 
Mexican bandit who ever operated 
along the muddy waters of the Rio 
Grande. 

Major Woodman commented 
that his book is a “historical narra¬ 
tive” on which he has been work¬ 
ing in hLs spare time for a year 
prior to its publication. Material 
for hi.s hook, which is “99% fac¬ 
tual”, came from the National 
Archives, the Library of Congress 
and the Pan-American Union. Cor¬ 
tina, according to publicity re- 
lease.s, had “a long career on the 
border as soldier, bandit, murderer, 
cattle thief, mail robber, governor 
and general in the Mexican Army”. 
The book covens the Cortina War. 
the siege and capture of Browns¬ 
ville, the arrival of Robert E. Lee 
and Cortina’s retreat and the sur¬ 
render of the Confederacy and its 
effect on Cortina. 

The Woodmans have been Green¬ 
belt residents .since 1939, with the 
exception of the years 1942-46, 
when Major Woodrnan was on ac¬ 
tive duty in World War II. At 
present he is editor of the “Air 
Force Reserve Review”, a monthly 
publication of the headquarters of 
the U. S. Air Force. He does “free 
lance” articles, has one in the cur¬ 
rent issue of '‘The American Rifle¬ 
man”, with another soon to appear 
there, one in “Our Navy”, and has 
averaged about an article every oth¬ 
er month in magazines. He is ac¬ 
tive in and has been twice president 
of the Gun Club. 

In a statement to the Cooperator, 
Major Woodman adds; 

'T enjoyed the research and writ¬ 
ing. It taught me a lot about con¬ 
ditions on the Texas Border in tlie 
early years of cur country, and it 
.gave me information about our 
Civil War in the southwest and the 
attempted subjugation of ^fexico 
which just doesn’t show up in the 
usual history text books. 

“Cortina started out to be a mag¬ 
azine article; the research produced 
so much interesting mterial that the 
article just grew to “little book’’ 
size. Having about 35,000 words, 
it is not full novel length—which 
is around 50,000-60,000 words. It 
could have been expanded, but I 
preferred to avoid padding. As a 
result, I have a story with practi¬ 
cally no “froth” or lost motion.

The Christmas Seal 

Children and adults alike know 
countless stories comnected with 
the Christmas season, some of them 
recent but most of them handed 
down tlirough the years. As one 
might expect, many of the storic.s 
have to do with kindness, compa.s- 
.sion, or generosity, or a combina¬ 
tion of the three. 

Take the story of the first Christ¬ 
mas Seal, for example-—a humane 
idea that took root and has helped 
.save millions of lives througii pro¬ 
viding the means to fight a dread 
disease, tuberculosis. 

The story begins in Denmark on 
Christmas Eve of 1903, with a Dan¬ 
ish postal clerk working late at his 
job of sorting mail. As the clerk 
glanced at hundreds of cancelled 
stamps carrying Christmas greet¬ 
ings, it occurred to him that Christ¬ 
mas stamps might do more than 
just carry good wishes. There 
could be a special stamp at Christ¬ 
mas time to raise funds to help the 
needy sick. 

The Danish king enthusiastically 
approved the pos:ial clerk’s idea 
and .such a stamp was sold in Den¬ 
mark in 1904 and the money used 
to help tuberculous children. 

The great Danish-American phi¬ 
lanthropist, Jacob Riis, wrote an 
article in 1907 about the Danish 
Seal and urged that something sim¬ 
ilar be done in America to raise 
fund,s to fight tuberculosis, then 
the leading cause of death. His ar¬ 
ticle was re^d by Emily Bi.sseM, a 
Delaware welfare worker who re¬ 
called it a few months later when 
she was asked to raise money for 
the care cf some needy tuberculous 
patients. 

-•keting on Mr. Riis’s suggestion, 
Miss Bissell designed a Seal and 
put on a Christmas Seal Sale in 
Delaware during the Christmas 
season of 1907. The people re¬ 
sponded and Miss Bissell raised ten 
times the amount for which she 
had hoped. The following year, 
1908, the Christmas Seal Sale was 
nationwide and has been ever since. 

The Christmas Seal Sale is con¬ 
ducted by the 3,000 v'Oiuntary asso¬ 
ciations affiliated with the National 
Tuberculosis -Association. Proceeds 
of the sale are the sole support of 
the NT.A and its affiliates. These 
associations are conducting year- 
round programs of education, case 
finding, rehabiliilation, and medical 
research directed a.gainst tubercu¬ 
losis. which kills more people in the 
United States than all other infec¬ 
tious diseases combined. 

Generous support of the 1950 
Christmas Sea! Sale, which opened 
November 20 and will continue un¬ 
til Christmas, will enable these as¬ 
sociations, to comtinue tlieir attack 
against tuberculosis next year and 
Will bring close the day when tu¬ 
berculosis will be brought under 
complete control.

-Although all other channels are 
still open for gifts from those who 
wish to help meet human needs 
through our Red Feather agenciets 
in 1951, I am glad to review briefly 
the Special Emergency Telephone 
Campaign which has just ended. 

Lite National Capital Area Cant- 
paign will continue until all worker^ 
complete their assignments and 
many more people have an oppor¬ 
tunity to subscribe. 

The special telephone network 
centering in MEtropolitan 6262 wa.- 
discontinued at midnight Sunday 
night after operating eigiit days 
eighteen hours a day. These calls 
served to spearhead a Christmas 
season acceleration in the campaign 
which could never have been main 
tained without them. Popularizing 
MEtropolitan 6262 as the Red Fea¬ 
ther number brought in new do¬ 
nors, stimulated re-canvass of em- 
ployee.s bj' several large estab!i.s}i- 
ments, and prompted many itidivid- 
ual.si to increase pledges alrcadj 
made. 

.More than .$85,000 was received 
from all sources, including the tele¬ 
phone pledges, during those eight 
days. This means that netirly 6000 
adelitiotial persons may turn hope¬ 
fully to the Red Feather agencic- 
for help in 1951.

tiie national emergency. 

Hence, my final word; the oppor¬ 
tunity to make the 1951 Red Fea¬ 
ther Campai.gTi a complete succes- 
is still before .some 100,000 gain¬ 
fully employed residents of the Na- 
tio.nal Capital Area who have as ye' 
made no contributions. 

I can only leave on their hearts 
and consciences the reason wh\ 
this appeal has thus far failed to 
win their support.

Once again, Christmas finds us faced with a national emer¬ 
gency. 

The grave military crisis in Korea and the threat of a third 
world war confront the people of this country with one of the most 
perilous situations in our history. Now, perhaps more than at any 
time in the past, the need is for steady nerves, for calmness of 
judgment and firmness of action and, above all, unity in our deter¬ 
mination to preserve our national integrity and our way of life 
against any attack. 

As this is written our soldiers, marines and airmen in Korea 
and the fighting men of other members of the United Nations are 
falling back before the overwhelming weight of the Chinese com¬ 
munist attack. This onslaught was launched treacherously and 
with reckless disregard of the consequences to China and the world. 

The present military conflict, with its ominous forebodings, 
has presented this country with a problem which is complej;ely new 
in our military experience. For the first time, we face the fact that 
cur enemies, actual and potential, are superior in manpower to us 
and our dependable allies. 

The situation was just the reverse of this in the past wars. 
Then the Western powers had men in abundance, and the primary 
j)roblem was to find time to equip and train and harden them for 
the final grand assault on the enemy. In the World War II, indeed, 
Allied superiority in this field was tremendous. Look at the situ¬ 
ation now. 

Russia alone has about the equivalent population of the United 
States, England, Canada and Australia combined. No one knows 





precisely how many Chinese there are; but the figure is somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 450,000,000, and the birth rate is huge. 

For many years there has been an optimistic theory that no 
one, the Communists included, could organize China, and create 
in China a really effective military force. The terrible trend of 
events has certainly demonstrated the danger of still holding to 
that theory. Mao is an able resourceful man. It is probable that 
he has done more than any other Chinese ruler to suppress the de¬ 
bilitating official corruption that characterized Chinese govern¬ 
ments of the past. He has exploited to the full China’s old hatred 
and distrust of the West. He has made it abundantly clear, if his 
acts and pronouncements mean anything at all, that he is solidly 
and without reservation on the side of Russia in the world struggle. 
And he has bpilt an army that no informed man dare to regard 
with contempt. 

The military outcome in Korea is not yet clear, but our gal¬ 
lant men already have suffered severe reversals and heartbreaking 
losses. A wave of anger, tinged with apprehension for the future, 
has swept the country. But our actions now must not spring from 
motives of anger or fear. 

The President made plain that it would not be an easy task 
to reach and maintain the military strength we may need, and he 
also made it clear that in addition to strengthening our own de¬ 
fenses, we must continue to work with other free nations in the 
struggle against communism. He said: 

“We must remain firm in our commitment to the United 
Eations. That is the only way out of an endless circle of 
force and retaliation, violence and war — which will carry 
the human race back to the dark ages if it is not stopped.”

The Co-op Triple Rich Bread is 
too good to be called “bread”, 
“white bread”, or enriched bread” 
according to the present stand of 
the Food and Drug adiministration. 

Comm.issioner Dunbar of F.D.A. 
now proposes to hold hearings on 
high protein breads to create a new 
special category for breads too 
good to be included in the standards 
just agreed on. 

Cooperatives oppose this proce¬ 
dure for three reasons. 

1. It freezes standards for ordinary 
bread and does not permit bakers 
to improve the food value of 
their product. 

2. It removes the McKay triple¬ 
rich formula from 'the market of 
the 95% of the people who buy 
only “regular” breads. 

3. It may take several years to for¬ 
mulate new standards.

The Nursery School Helps 
Parents Do A Better Job 

(Third of three articles on the 
Nursery School) 

To some extent, each child poses 
a problem for the nursery school 
teacher. Each child is a product 
of his hereditary potentialities, plus 
what the attitudes of his parents 
and the atmosphere of his home 
have done to him since infancy. 
Parental discipline may be too 
strict, too lax, or simply confused. 
Too, a child will unconsciously re¬ 
flect the fears and weaknesses of 
his parents. On the other hand he 
is more likely to grow into a stable 
individual if he feels secure and 
happy in a stable, happy home. 

The child who seeks reassurance 
and love by indulging in anti-so¬ 
cial attention getting behavior 
needs patient, firm correction to¬ 
gether with the elimination of the 
conditions which fostered the in¬ 
security in the first place. The 
overly-S'hy, quiet, reserved child 
needs help in gaining self-confi¬ 
dence and in learning bow to get 
along with other children on an 
equal basis. 

The nursery school teacher can 
analyze each child objectively in a 
manner in which his parents are 
often incapable of doing. Action 
by the teacher to guide each indi¬ 
vidual child into more desirable be¬ 
havior is very beneficial, and ideally 
the parent should be consulated and 
asked to handle the child the same 
way at home. In this way the child 
gains the most, both in school and 
in that perhaps the parent has a 
new, sympathetic understanding of 
him. Tackling little quirks in our 
children at this early age is a far 
smaller task than it will be in later 
years when the problem may grow 
to serious proportions. 

Tlie keynote of control in the 
modern nursery is patience, con¬ 
sistency, and an abiding friendly 
sincere interest in each child, which 
awakens in him a surprisingly en¬ 
thusiastic response. 

A map sale, sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Cooperative Nursery 
School, will take place Saturday, 
December 23, in the area of the Co¬ 
op Food .Store. These maps of 
Greenbelt measure 10 by 13 inches 
and sliow all the courts, roads, 
landimarks and 18 public buildings.

TO ALL PEOPLE 


“God rest you merry, gentlemen! 
Let nothing you dismay

Thi> traditional carol is based on 
tlie Gospel story; “Fear not, for be¬ 
hold 1 bring you tidings of great 
joy which shall be to all people". It 
is in disparageinent. not of the carol 
nor the Gospel but. of the times that 
one grimly mutters, "tell it to the 
marines!". For one reads, perhaps 
On tile evening of a carol sing. 
"Bulldozers pushed the dead in to 
mass graves by hundred’s". .^iid 
these are our own breed. Ameri¬ 
cans. (Tome, Dec. 18). Satan’s 
Power!! tough year for Christ¬ 
mas. Remember the famous line in 
"Green Pa.stures”: ‘’Ever 3 ithing 
nailed down is coming loose!" We 
are dismayed. 

^Ve go about our Christmas prep¬ 
arations with a grim urgency, feei¬ 
ng we’d better make thip one good. 
It maj- have to last! Xationai 
Emergency—locust swarms of ad- 
cancing Red armies. "Peace on 
on earth and mercy mild'”, indeed! 
Our mind protests in. bewilder¬ 
ment: this can’t be .happening. Not 
to ns! Were the ’good’ people. 
.Vmericans have never had to re- 
freat. God can’t allow this ito hap¬ 
pen. Not to us. It spoils the 
‘peace of mind’ we read about. 

Carl Sandburg spoke to our con¬ 
dition: "\Ve a.sked the ct'clone to 
go around our barn—But it didn’t 
near us!" So it’s a tougb year for 
Christmas. Christmas is tough, 
too. It has, in the providence of 
God, survived Herods and Hitlers. 
It will live, please God, long after 
Stalin and W’n (and j-ou and f, for 
that matter) have gone to eternal 
leward or damnation. 

Christmas, that is to say jestis 
Christ, was born in a tough time. 
Mary and Jo.seph were compelled, 
by the imperial power of that day, 
the Roman Empire, to obey a de¬ 
cree they and their fellow citizens 
of Palestine had no voice in mak¬ 
ing; namely, to go to their original 
home town and register for the 
great census-tax. Mary was ex¬ 
pecting her babj' and by all that is 
decent and holy, .should have stay¬ 
ed at' home with friends and com¬ 
fort.

1 n these times when it seems that 
food and clothing are the major 
exports of hundreds of American 
organizations, it is something of a 
turnabout when a French student 
asks for books instead of butter. 

At this writing members of the 
local National Council of Jewish 
Women are wrestling with the task 
of supplying their adopted student 
with two expensive and specialized 
texts without giving up the CARE 
and clothing packages they have 
been sending twice a month for 
over a year.

I n one 

21 year old candidate for a doctor¬ 
ate in Chemistry at the Sorbonne 
wrote—for herself and her young 
husband: "We appreciate .the pack¬ 
ages yon send us very much hut 
above all, being students, we need 
scientific books very badly . . . too 
expensive for us in France . . . we 
request you replace two or three of 
the food packages by one hook. 
We think you will understand. For 
these hooks are more necessary 
than anj-thing else. ... If >-< 01 ^ de¬ 
cision is to the contrary' . . . excu.se 
our audacity, . . .” 

Council members at once as¬ 
sured the young students of their 
approval of the idea. 

In their next letter the young stu¬ 
dents, apologetic and grateful, 
wrote: ‘’Although we don’t know' 
the exact prices of these books we 
know they are rather high, but . . . 
they are absolutely necessarj' for 
us and . . . w'e agree, as we had ar¬ 
ranged, to take them in place of 
five or six or even more packages. 
Last year we were able to econo¬ 
mize ... to buy a series of Ameri¬ 
can books. In looking them over 
we were pleasantly surprised to find 
... an interesting study ... by 
Nathan L. Drake of the University 
of Greenbelt, Maryland. (Dr. Drake 
is the head of the 'Chemistry De¬ 
partment at the University of Mary¬ 
land at College Park—ed.) It is 
then that the idea of asking you for 
hooks occurred to us, and' we are 
very happy that you answered us 
favorably.” 

The books in question are: Or¬ 
ganic Chlorine Compounds—1 vol. 
by Ernest Hamlin Huntress, and 
Organic Analytical Reagents—4- 
vols. by Frank J. Welcher. Their 
cost is indeed, as the students sug¬ 
gested, ‘‘rather high”—fifty dollars 
at least. 

But in the face of such an unusual 
and modestly made request Council 
members are determined to fill it, 
and without curtailing the bi- 
monthlj- food packages. 

The Council is especially anxious 
to follow' through this project be¬ 
cause for many years both national 
and local groups of the NCJW have 
set aside a considerable part of 
their yearly activities to an Over¬ 
seas Service Program. Large sec¬ 
tions have given over 65 scholar- 
sliips to foreign students for study 
and maintenance in the United 
■States, and have clothed and sent 
through school countless groups of 
children. 

Small sections, like the one here 
in Greenbelt, have sent regular 
packages abroad to children’s 
homes and individuals until inter¬ 
national restrictions and* high post¬ 
age interfered. 

Sticking to tradition, Greenbelt 
members have been supporting their 
young students ever since, and it 
has become a matter of high honor 
to see her all the way through.

Boys’ Club Boxing Show

The Greenbelt Boys’ Club has 
scheduled a 10-bout boxing show 
for Saturday, January 6, ait the 
Center School Gym. These club 
boxing shows were very popular 
last year and were well attended. 
There is nothing more entrancing 
than watching a 50 or 60 pounder 
trying to outmaneuver his oppon¬ 
ent and at the same time remember 
the various boxing skills and tech¬ 
niques that he has been taught. 
His expressions of determination 
and intense desire to win are so 
dramatic that they are actually fun¬ 
ny. In fact some of the incidents, 
especially in the lower weight 
classes are exceptionally funny. One 
of the funniest was a youngster 
who had to hitch up his trunks 
after every blow, as they were too 
large- for him. He would pull at 
his trunks and then throw a glove 
at his opponent. He had the crowd 
' in an uproar. 

The main purpose of boxing in 
the Boys’ Club is to teach the boys 
the art of self defense in addition 
to offering every youngster an op¬ 
portunity to enjoy the sport of his 
own choosing. There is no better 
character building activity than 
boxing. Once a boy steps into the 
ring he is on his own. He must of 
necessity do his own thinking. Even 
in defeat he is taught to show his 
sportsmanship and congratulate his 
victorous adversary. These are the 
tilings that make better men. 

There is a popular misconception 
however that boxing is a brutal 
and harmful sport. This may be 
true in professional boxing but is 
far from the truth in the Boys’ Club 
variety. The referee is the reason. 
He IS in complete charge of the 
contest and will immediately stop 
any bout that in his opinion shows 
one of the boxers to be greatly out¬ 
classed. He does this to avoid in¬ 
flicting unnecessary punishment on 
any of the contestanits. If a boy 
S'cems to be in danger of getting 
hurt the bout- is immediately stop¬ 
ped. It is amateur sport at its best, 
you don’t hear any “Kill ’ims” or 
witness a gory bloody spectacle 
often seen in professional boxing. 
Every precaution is taken to avoid 
injury. An incident in last year’s 
Junior Golden Glove Champion¬ 
ship, brings this out very conclu¬ 
sively. Stuart Knott, of Greenbelt, 
who was winning a championship 
rather handily was disqualified and 
the bout stopped because of a dis¬ 
colored eye, which had accidentally 
been hit by the laces on the glove. 
The doctor’s decision was final. He 
would not risk additional blows to 
the eye which might injure it. 

A single visit to any Boys’ Club 
show will certainly convince any 
skeptic of the value of boxing. The 
show on January 6 will be far more 
interesting than an ordinary box¬ 
ing exhibition, in that you will see 
your neighbors’ son in action. Plan 
to be there, it will certainly be 
wonth attending.
